CjSJL 664<E),^ WHEREAS the draft of certain rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, were published, as required by the 
sub-section (1) of the section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, i 954 
(37 of 1954). in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, vide notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare, Department of

Health and family welfare, number C,S.R. 380 (E), dated the 15 May, 2008, 
inviting objections and suggestions from ail persons likely to be afTected thereby 
before the expiry of sixiy days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the said notification, were made available to the public; 

AND WHEREAS, the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the 
public on the 19'*' May, ZOOS; 

AND WHEREAS, objections or suggestions received from the public within 
the specified period on the said draft rules have been considered by the Central 
‘Government; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in excrc isej^f the power conferred by section 23 of the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954, the Central Government, after 
consultation vs^ith the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Prevention of FochJ'A dulteration Rules, 1955, 
namely 

1. (1) These ru les may be ca lied the Prevention of Food Adu Iteration 

( S'** Amendment) Rules, 2O08. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the expiry of a period of six months from the 
date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2, In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said rules), - in rule 2, - 

clauses (j), (k), (1), (ro), (o), (q), (r>, (s), (t) and (u) shall be omitted;

(1) m clause (b),- 

(i) for paragraph (2) relating to List of Ingredients, the follofwing 
paragraph shall be substituted, namely:- 

"(2) List of Tngredieots: Except for single ingredient foods, a list of 
ingredients shall be declared on the label in the following manner: - 

0) the list of ingredients shall contain an appropriate title- such as the 
term 'Ingredients”: 

(ii) the name of ingredients and theif weight or volume used in the 
product at the lime of its manufacture shad be listed in 
descending order; 

(iii) where an ingredient itself is the product of two or more 
' ingredients, such a compound ingredient shall be declared in the 

list of ingredients, and shah be accompanied by a list, in brackets, 
of its ipgredients in descending order of wei^-ht or volume, as 
case may be: 

Provided that where a compound ingredient, other than the 
food additives, which constitutes less than five percent of the 
food, the list of ingredients of such compound ingreiiicnt, need 
not to be declared; 

(iv) added water shall be declared in the list of ingredients except in 
oases w here the water fomis part of an ingredient, '^unh as, brine, 
syrup t>r broth, used in the compound food and so declared In the 
list of ingredients: 

Provided that water or other volatile Ingredicnis evaporated in 
the course of manufacture need not to be declared 

Provided further that in the case of dehydr^iied or condensed 
]bod, which are intended to be reconstituted by addition of the 
water the ingredient in such reconstituted food s'lal! be declared 
in descending order of weight or volume as case may be, and 
shall contain a statement such as ^^ingredients ef the product when 
prepared in accordance with the directions on the labor: 

(v) every package of food sold as a mixture or combination shall 
disclose the percentage of the ingredient used at the time of the 
manufacture of the food (Including compound ingredients or 
c ate gori es o i n gred i ents)Jf such ingred ient - 

(A) is crtrphas>rsed as pnesem on fhc /ahei through words or 
pictures or graphics: or 
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(B> is not within the name of the food but, is essential to 
characterise the food and is expected to be present in the 
food consumers, if the omission of the quantitative 
ingr^icQt declaration will mislead or deceive the 
consumer: 

Provided that where the ingredient has been used as flavouring 
agent, the disclosure of such ingrcdieiit is not requited: 

Provided further that where the drained net weight is indicated on 
the label as requited or in case of such food products where 
speciBc provisions are stipulated under these rules or where an 
pictorial representation of a serving suggestion is made for 
consumer information and use, the disclosure of such ingredient 
is not required: 

(vi) the nutritional information or nutritional facts per 100 gm or lOQml or 
per serving of the product shall be given on the label containing the 
following: - 

(A) energy value in kcal; 

(B) the amounts of protein, carbohydrate (specify quantity of 
sugar) and fat in gram (g): 

(jC) the amount of any other nutrient for which a nutrition or health 
claim is made: 

Provided that where a claim Is made regarding the amount or 
type of fatty acids or the amount of eholesterol, the amount of 
saturated fatty acids, monoun saturated fatty acids and 
polyunsaturated fatty acids in gram (g) and cholesterol in 
milligram (mg) shall be declared, and the amount of traits fatty 
acid in gram (g) shall be declared in addition to the Ofther 
requirement stipulated above; 

(D) wherever, numerical information on vitamins and minerals is 
declared, it shall be expressed in metric units: 

(£) where the moriiion declaration is made per serving, the 
amount in gram (g) or milliliter (ml) shall be included fbr 
reference beside the serving measure: 

Provided that- 

(a) the nmrilionaJ Information may not be necessary, in case of 
foods such as raw agricultural commodities, like, wheat rice, 
cereals, spices, spice mixes, herbs, condiments, table salt sugar. 
Jaggery, or non -nutritive products, like, solubic tea, coffee, 
soluble coffee, coffee-chicoiy mixture, packaged drinking 
water, packaged mineral water, alcoholic beverages or fhiil and
